In order that the people may | 
have a clear understanding of | 
the use to be made of the pennies | 
they are dropping into the milk, 
bottles placed in several business 
houses in Upland and Ontario, 
members of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary of the San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital requested Dr. A. 
A. Aita, manager of the hospital, 
to tell of some of the babies cared 
for with the sick baby fund. In 
response Dr. Aita selected four 
typical cases and submitted ‘the 
following report: 

Case No. 1 

Patient three years of age was 
admitted to the hospital on a Sun- 
Cay afternoon. Temperature 105 
degrees. Suffering from malig~ 
nant diarrhoea. Passing from 15 
to 20 stools every 24 hours. Par- 
ents were penniless and the baby 
had been deprived of correct 
noutishment. Case remained in 
the hospital and even with every- 
thing possible having been done, 
expired on the 12th day. Very 
rarely did the fever get below 
104 degrees. 

Case No. 2% 

On the eve of the funeral of 
case No. 1 the sister was brought 
in, suffering from the same dis- 
ease. Temperature and course of 
iliness practically the same as 
No. 1 and infection of about the 
game virulence. Patient expired 
at the end of two weeks. These 
two cases were practically mor- 
bound when entering the h«spital. 

Case No. 3 

Baby~from Ontario born with 
very bad cleft palate.
